RAILROAD REGULATION. 


I do not believe in government owner- 


ship of anvthing which can with propri- 
etv be left in private hands, and ,„ par- 
ticulnr f should most strenuously object 
to government ownership of ra, roads. 
But I believe with equal firmness that it 
is out. of the question for the government 
not to exercise a supervisory nnd rcpula- 
torv right over the railroads; for it is 
vital to the well-being of the public that 
thcv should be managed _in a spirit ot 


powers to the administrative, body repre- 
icjiting the govcrument-the interstate 
commerce commission, or whatever it 


n!ly be—is primarily to secure a real 
and not a shorn control to the govern- 
ment 
representatives. The 
American 


people abhor a sham, and with this ab- 
horrence I cordially sympathize. 2soth- 
ing is more injurious from every stand- 
point than a law which is merely sound 
and fury, merely pretense, and not capa- 
ble of working out tangible results^ I 
hope to see all the power that I tnink 
it ought to have -ranted to the govern- 
ment! but I would far rather see only 
some of it granted, but really granted, 
than see a. pretense of grunting all, m 
some shape that really amounts to noth- 
ing. 


CAUTION IS URGED. 


It must be understood as a matter of 


course, that if this power is granted it is 
to be exercised with wisdom and caution 
and self-restraint. 
The interstate com- 


merce commission or other government 
official who failed to protect a railroad 
that was in the right against any cla- 
mor, no matter how violent, on the part 
of the public, would be guilty of as gross 
a wrong as if he corruptly rendered an 
improper service to the railroad at the 
expense of the public. When I say a. 
square deal I mean a square deal; exact- 
ly as much a square deal for the rich man 
as for the poor man; but no more. Let 
each stand on his merits, receive what is 
due him, and be judged according to his 
deserts. To more lie i= not entitled, and 
less he shall not have. 


At the conclusion of liis speech, which

The delays of the 
law are proverbial, and what wo need m 
this matter is reasonable quickness of 
action. 


REBATES IN COVERT FORM. 


The abuses of which we have a gen- 


uine ri"ht to complain take many shapes. 
Rebates are not now often given openly. 
But they can be given just as effectively 
in covert form; and private cars, teniii- 
nal tracks and the like must be brought 
under the control of the commission or 
•ulministrative body, which is to exercise 
supervision by the government. But in 
mv judgment the most important thing 
to" do is to give to this administrative 
body power to make its findings effective, 
and' this can be done only by givin, 
power when complaint is made o 
given rate as being unjust or unreason- 
able, if it finds the 
complaint proper, 


then itself to fix a maximum rate w.hieh 
it regards as just and reasonable, tins 
rate to go into effect practically at once, 
that is within a reasonable time, and to 
stov'in effect, unless reversed by the 
courts. I earnestly hope that we shall 
sec a law giving this power passed by 
congress. 


POWER TO EXAMINE BOOKS, 


Moreover, T hone that by law power 


will be conferred" upon representatives 
of the government capable of porformin, 
the duty of public accountants carefully 
to examine into the books of railroads, 
when so ordered by the interstate com- 
merce commission, which should itself 
have power to prescribe what books and 
what books only, should be kept by rail- 
roads 
If there i» in the minds of the 


commission any suspicion that a certain, 
railroad is in any shape or way giving 
rebate or behaving improperly, I wish 
the commission 'to have power as a- mat 
tcr of right, not as a matter of favor 
to make a full and exhaustive invention 
tion of the receipts and expenditures o 
the railroad, so that any violation^ 
evasion of the law may be detected. Tin 
is not a revolutionary-proposal on mj 
part for -I only wish the. same powe 
[riven in reference to railroad* thatvi 
now exercised as a matter of course; bj 
the national bank examiners -as regard 
.national banks.

borrowed nearly $400,000; Frank J. Tor- 
rence has borrowed considerable. I do 
not know how much. But the bank is 
solvent." 


When pressed for specific instances of 


loans made to Andrew., and Torvance Mr. 
Gwinner modified hi* first statement by 
saying Hint the books of the bank do 
not show that they personally borrowed 
money from it, but that the money was 
given to the Pennsylvania Development 
company, an Arizona railroad scheme, in 
which about $400,000 was involved. 


CASHIER COMMITS SUICIDE. 


Tho bank was closed by the order of 


the comptroller of currency, W. B. Kidgc- 
ly, and John W. Cunningham, national 
bunk examiner, is in charge. 
The eon- 


corn need not have been closed down but 
for the suicide of T. Lee Clark, cashier, 
who took laudanum and shot himself in 
the head nt his home about S o'clock yes- 
terday morning, from which he died at 
3; 10 p. m. 


The closing of the bank will bring to 


light remarkable financial deals in which 
Arthur Kennedy, formerly stale senator; 
William H. Andrews, senator from New 
Mexico; Francis J- Torranee and Cnshior 
Clark were interested. They attempted 
to float the Santa Fe Central railroad, 
connecting the Rock Island and tho San- 
ta ye railroads, ninety miles long.

There arc no doors to the 
place, the interior is filthy and the walls 
nre cut up and obscene pictures and in- 
scriptions conspicuous. Here the 
pat- 


rons of the road arc obliged to stand in 
rain and eold winter weather, having no 
shelter at all. Gcnerolly trains are late 
and cases nre reported where many poo-, 
plo had their feet frozen. 
Surely the of- 


ficers of this great railway system ought 
to blush for shame when they gaze upon 
this excuse for a station. It is no won- 
der the people out that way are willing 
to grant right of way for an electric or 
any other okl line, for they believe bet- 
ter treatment would be .accorded.

President Urges Enaction of 


Legislation to Overcome 


Defects. 


Recommends in Address at Raleigh, N. C., Con- 


ferring of Power Upon Commission 


to Fix Maximum Rate Upon 


Complaint. 


RALEIGH, N. C, Oct. It).—The pres- 


ident and party arrived in this city at 
8:30 a. m., and were greeted by Lieut. 
Gov. Winston and Mayor Johnson with 
ti military escort and citizens commit- 
tee. 
The party proceeded at once to the 


state fair grounds. 


In the carriage with 
the 
president 


were Mrs. Roosevelt, Lieut. Gov. Wins- 
ton and Secretary Loeb. 


COMPOSITION' OF PARADE. 


The parade was headed by a battalion 


of mounted policemen and consisted of 
a band, military companies interspersed 
between the carriages, the presidential 
party, the reception committee and in- 
vited guests. The residence?, stores and 
public buildings were profusely decorat- 
ed and the streets were roped from curb 
to curb,, Both sidewalks were jammed 
by thousands who cheered from time to 
time. The procession passed to the vast 
capital 
where in the senate chamber 


were waiting delegations of many ladies 
and gentlemen, officers of tlie state, su- 
premo court judges and others. Here 
all the party was presented to the pres- 
ident and Mrs. Roosevelt. 


BESTOWS LOVING CUP. 


During this ceremony an interesting 


event was the presentation of a hand- 
some) boquet of carnations and bridal 
roses to Mrs. lioosevelt by William, the 
young son of the late Lieutenant Wil- 
liam E. Shapp, and by Worth Bagley 
Daniels, nephew of Ensign \Vorth Bas- 
ley of the Spanish-American Avar, and 
son of Jesephius Danirls, national com- 
mittee man from North Carolina. The 
visit to the senate chamber was for the 
particular purpose of having tiie presi- 
dent on behalf of the North Carolina Lit- 
erary and Historical society, present a 
handsome $500 gold loving cup, studded 
with North Carolina gems, to 
John 


Charles McNeil! of Charlotte as a reward 
for having produced the best piece of lit- 
erature in the state during the year. 
This cup is given by Mrs. Lindsey Pat- 
terson of Winston in memory of her 
father, William Housner of Philadelphia. 


PROCEED TO FAIR GROUNDS. 
After 
the presentation, the 
line of 


march was resumed to the state fair | 
grounds, a distance of about a rnile and 
n half, the road the entire distance be- 
ing thronged with people who wildly ap- 
plauded the president and Mrs. Koose- 
veut. 
Particularly 
pleased was Mr. 


Roosevelt, when on the handsome lawn 
of Dr. C. W. Burkett of the state agri- 
cultural and mechanical college, he saw 
a big picture of himself thus inscribed: 
"Welcome to our president, who dares to 
do right, who dares to 
be true, who 


dares to do that which no other can do." 


In the procession, were the military 


and civic organizations. 


There were nearly forty thousand peo- 


ple in the fair grounds when the party 
passed up the race track and to tins spec- 
ial stand in front of the grand stand 
erected beautifully decorated especially 
for the president. 


The president 
was 
introduced by 


Lieut. Gov. Winston. 


Mr. Eooscvelt began with a pleasant 


reference to the occasion and noted that 
he had been met at the station by an of- 
ficer in confederate uniform, Major Hen- 
ry A. London of Pittsboro, who said: 


"I am glad to meet my president. I 


fought in the confederate army for four 
years wearing the gray, but now my son 
is in the United States nuvy fighting for 
our flag." 


MUST SAVE THE FORESTS. 


The president in his speech made a 


strong plea for forest reserves and also 
for a railroad rate bill. He 
declared 


himself as being opposed to government 
ownership of anything which can with 
propriety be left in private hands, and 
in particular he most strenuously ob- 
jected to government ownership of rail- 
roads. 


Tbe president said that tho preserva- 


tio.n of the forests is vital to the welfare 
of every country. "One of the most ob- 
vious duties which our generation.owes 
to the generations that are to come"'a f- 
t«r u*.," said the president, "is Iff pre- 


serve the existing forests." 


In speaking of rate legislation the 


president spoke in full as follows: 


RAILROAD REGULATION. 


I do not believe in government owner- 


ship of anything which can with propri- 
ety be left in private hands, and in par- 
ticular I should most strenuously object 
to government ownership of railroads. 
But I believe with equal firmness that it 
is out of the question for the government 
not to exercise a supervisory and regula- 
tory right over the railroads; for it is 
vital to the well-being of the public that 
they should be managed in a spirit of 
fairness and justice toward all the public. 
Actual experience has shown that it is 
not possible to leave the railroads un- 
controlled. 
Such a system, or rather 


such a lack of system, is fertile in abuses 
of every kind, and puts a premium upon 
unscrupulous and ruthless cunning in 
railroad management; for there are some 
bip shippers and some railroad managers 
who are always willing to take unfair 
advantage of their weaker competitors, 
and they thereby force other big ship- 
pers and big railroad men who would like 
to do decently into similar acts of wrong 
and injustice, under penalty of being 
left behind in the race for success. Gov- 
ernment supervision is needed quite as 
much in tho interest of the big shipper 
and of the railroad man who want to do 
right as in the interest of the small ship-, 
per and the consumer. 


LAWS NEED AMENDMENT. 


Experience has shown that the present 


laws are defective and need amendment. 
The effort to prohibit all restraint of 
competition whether reasonable or un- 
reasonable, is unwise. What we need is 
to have some administrative body with 
ample power to forbid combination that 
is hurtful to the public, and to prevent 
favoritism to one individual at the ex- 
pense of another. In other words, we 
want an administrative body with the 
power to secure fair and just treatment 
as among all shippers who use the rail- 
roads—and all shippers have a right to 
use them. We must not leave the en- 
forcement of such a law merely to the 
department of justice: it is out of the 
question for the Iriw department of the 
government to do what should be purely 
administrative work. The department of 
justice is to stand behind and cooperate 
with the administrative body, but the ad- 
ministrative body . itself must be given 
the power to do the work and then held 
to a strict accountability for the exer- 
cise of that power. The delays of the 
law are proverbial, nnd what we need in 
this matter is reasonable quickness of 
action. 


REBATES IN COVERT FORM. 


The abuses of which we have a gen- 


uine right to complain take many shapes. 
Rebates are not now often given openly. 
But they can be given just as effectively 
in covert form; and private cars, termi- 
nal tracks and the like must be brought 
under the control of the commission or 
administrative body, which is to exercise 
supervision by the government. But in 
my judgment the moat important thing 
to do is to give to this administrative 
body power to make its findings effective, 
and this can be done only by giving it 
power, when complaint is made of a 
given rate as being unjust or unreason- 
able, if it finds the 
complaint proper, 


then itself to fix a maximum rate w:hich 
it regards as just and reasonable, this 
rate to go into effect practically at once, 
that.is within a reasonable time, and to 
stay in effect, unless reversed by the 
courts. I earnestly hope that we shall 
see a law giving this power passed by 
congress. 


POWER TO EXAMINE BOOKS, 


Moreover, I hope that by law power 


will be conferred upon representatives 
of the government capable of performing 
the duty of public accountants carefully 
to examine into the books of railroads, 
when so ordered by the interstate com- 
merce commission, which should itself 
have power to prescribe what books and 
what books only, should be kept by rail- 
roads. If there is in the minds of the 
commission any suspicion that a, certain 
railroad is in any shape or way giving 
rebate or behaving improperly, I wish 
the commission to have p'ower as a mat- 
ter of right, not as a matter .of favor;- 
to make a full and exhaustive investiga- 
tion of the receipts and expenditures of 
the railroad, so that any violation 
or 


evasion of the law may be detected. This 
is not a revolutionary .proposal on my 
part, for I only wish the same power 
given in reference to railroads (that is 
now exercised as a matter of course by 
the national bank examiners .as regards 
^national banks. 
~ 
( • 


REAL, NOT SHAJI,CONTROL., 


My'object in giving 'these additional 


powers to the administrative body repre- 
senting the government—the interstate 
commerce commission, or whatever it 
may be—is primarily to secure a real 
and not a sham control to the govern- 
ment 
representatives. 
The American 


people abhor a sham, and with this ab- 
horrence I cordially sympathize. 
Noth- 


ing is more injurious from every stand- 
point than a law which is merely sound 
and fury, merely pretense, and not capa- 
ble of Avorking out tangible results. 
I 


hope to see all the power that I think 
it ought to have /jrnnted to the govern- 
ment; but I would far rather see only 
some of it granted, but really granted, 
than see a pretense of granting all, in 
some shape that rcalJy amounts to noth- 
ing. 


CAUTION IS URGED. 


It must be understood as a matter of 


course, that if this power is granted it is 
to be exercised with wisdom and caution 
and self-restraint. The. interstate com- 
merce commission or other government 
official who failed to protect a railroad 
that was in the right against any cla- 
mor, no matter how violent, on the part 
of th« public, would be guilty of as gross 
a wrong as if he corruptly rendered an 
improper service to the railroad at the 
expense of the public. When I say a 
square deal I mean a square deal; exact- 
ly as much a square deal for the rich man 
as for the poor man; but no more. Let 
each stand on his merits, receive what is 
due him, and be judged according to his 
deserts. To more he is not entitled, and 
less he shall not have. 


At the conclusion of his speech, which 


was enthusiastically applauded, tho, pres- 
ident took luncheon in a special banquet 
ball on the fair grounds. He was .after- 
ward escorted to the depot by a military 
and civil parade and left Ealeigh at 1:30 
on his way south. 


CALL UPON THE PRESIDENT 


National Purity Association Seeks to Stop 


TrnlllL' in Girls. 


LA CROSSE, Oct. 19.—The National 


Purity conference today decided to ef- 
fect a national organization of the so- 
cieties now known as the National Pur- 
ity association, the Northwestern Puri- 
ty association, the National Christian Al- 
liance for the Promotion of Purity and 
tho American Purity Alliance. 


The national convention of 1900 will 


be held at Chicago. 


The resolutions petition the president 


of the' United States to investigate the 
conditions relating to alleged interna- 
tional traffic in girls for immoral pur- 
poses and to take steps to stop it; favor 
giving illegitimate children, whore the 
parentage is proven, the right to use the 
name of their fathers and to inherit their 
estates the same as legitimate children; 
favor the prevention of divorce by teach- 
ing "better methods tending toward sci- 
entific and spiritual marringo;" denounce 
polygamy in Utah and declare a viler 
form of polygamous relationship is prac- 
ticed in many of the states where mono- 
gamic marriage is the rule; and favor the 
employment of women ill public offices 
and the extension of the suffrage to wo- 
men; the practice of removing female 
office holders when they marry is vigor- 
ously condemned. 


WILL BAR CONTRACTORS 


All Differences Between the Ri- 


val 1'ainters Unions Have 


Been Settled. 


Differences which hn.vo existed between 


the Amalgamated association of paint- 
ers and the Brotherhood organization, 
for the past two years and a half have 
been amicably settled. The Brotherhood, 
which it is understood fined members of 
the other organization when the trouble 
originated, have canceled all these fines 
and conceded other points and in view of 
this the Amalgamated associntion has 
signed the scale. 


When the rupture broke out two years 


ago it was all on account of the Broth- 
erhood organization insisting an taking 
boss painters and contractors into the 
union. One or two were taken in, but 
others objected, holding that contractors 
shotild not be members of a union. Those 
who objected were fined heavily, refused 
to pay the fines and became members of 
the Amalgamated association and refused 
to pay any attention to tho Brotherhood. 


A couple of contractors took the job 


of painting for tho Miller Browing Co.j 
about a month ago and the Brotherhood, 
because these contractors were members 
of the Amalgamated order endeavored to 
stop them from doing the work, but fail- 
ed. Then came the settlement of the dif- 
ferences, fines being omitted ond agree- 
ment that no contractors shall be mem- 
bers of the union.

THIS MOENING HE HAD 


FORGOTTEN ACCIDENT 


When Told by Judge of Narrow Escape 


From Death, lie luuglnd ami 


t aid/He Bore a Charmed 


Lile. 


Between the hours of 10 and 11 o'clock 


last night one of tho large Milwaukee, 
Racine & Kenosha electric cars struck a 
man near Tabor and hurled him many 
feet a«'ay from the roadbed. Motorman 
Boso was running the ear and stopped it 
as soon as possible, backed and the man 
was picked up anil assisted into the car. 
Blood w.as streaming from his head and 
face ;and various cuts and bruises were 
visible. He was so drunk he could give 
no intelligent account of how he happen- 
ed to 'be on the highway at that hour of 
Hie night. Many passengers were on the 
ear and considerable excitement prevail- 
ed when it became known there was an 
accident. 


HE IMBIBED FREELY. 


The man it was learned, was Harry 


La Pour, 55 years old, employed on the 
farm of Joseph Swonda, one mile west 
of Tabor. Leaving the farm early in the 
evening he visited taverns in the vicinity 
of Tabor and drank too much liquor and 
then started for home, but evidently lost 
his way, at any rate he walked and 
staggered along the muddy highway, a 
considerable distance from the road lead- 
ing to the Swonda farm. 


HOW HE WAS HURT. 


As the car speeded along Motorman 


Bose suddenly observed a man on the 
highway and about, the same time notic- 
ed him staggering toward the tracks of 
the railway and it was evident he would 
be hit. Before the car could be, stopped 
it struck the man a glancing blow and he 
was thrown violently many feet and lay 
as if dead. After the car was stopped 
and backed the crew carried the injured 
man cm board and ho was brought to 
this city and lodged iu the jail. 


HAD FORGOTTEN ACCIDENT. 


When Mr. La Pour was arraigned in 


the municipal court this 
morning, he 


could give no intelligent account of the 
accident. There were cuts and bruises 
on his hend and one eye was discolored. 
To Judge Smieding he said that he could 
tell nothing about the accident. The 
first he knew that there was anything 
•wrong was when he arose this morning 
and found that his face and head were 
cut and sore and tiien he was told that 
he had been struck by a street car and 
could hardly believe it. 
He admitted 


that he was intoxicated. 


INJURED BEFORE. 


When reminded by the judge that he 


had nearly been killed he said: 
"That 


is nothing; I have been kicked by horses 
and injured a number of times and got 
over it, and I will recover from this. I 
don't believe I was born to be killed." 
In view of the fact that he had been in- 
jured Judge Smieding let him off with 
one day in jail. 
Officer George took him 


to the street railway barns where he 
made a statement in regard to the acci- 
dent which was of little value.

Residents of the North Side Afraid

In view of the controversy which, has 


been going on in regard to the building 
of a new Main street bridge, whether it 
shall be a swing structure, bascule or 
lift, it may be advisable to call attention 
to the fact that the Lake Carriers' asso- 
ciation at their annual convention held 
in Detroit, Mich., iu January, 1002, the 
following resolution was adopted: 


OBSTRUCTIONS DANGEROUS. 


As the art of bridge building is now 


sufficiently advanced to render unneces- 
sary the building of artificial 
obstruc- 


tions in the centers of navigable chan- 
nels, this, association 
respectfully re- 


quests the secretary of war to direct en- 
gineers of his department to withhold 
approval of center-piet swing bridges in. 
such channels and to substitute there- 
for, when it is practical to do so and 
when the same can be done at no greater 
cost, some one of the several types of 
vertically lifting bascule bridges which 
are successfully used in several lake cit- 
ies, especially the crowded harbor 
of 


Chicago. 


Even Mayor Nelson and all members of 


the council agree that a bascule or lift 
bridge is far more preferable than a 
swing structure, but it is the object of 
the officials to get the very best struc- 
ture and for the least money. 


CAN WORK IN WINTER.

In conversation with City 


Engineer Connolly this morning he said: 
"It makes no difference how late the con- 
tracts are lot. it will be possible to re- 
move the old bridge, the center pier, pro- 
tections; also the approaches- and to 
dredge the river, unless there happens to 
be a great deal of ice in the river. The 
piles for the approaches upon which the 
cement must rest, can be driven and the 
cflffer dnms put in. all ready to go ahead 
with the cement work early in the spring. 
Even in the winter this cement can be 
laid with artificial heat." 


Of course travel over the bridge would 


have to be cut out during the winter.

Dutch governor, desired to deport the 
Jews, but was induced to sign a decree 
permitting them to stay on April 26, 
1655. This concession was made largely 
through the intercession of the Dutch 
West India company, which had been 
greatly aided by Je\vs, who had loaned 
it large sums of money. These Jews bad 
nicled the Netherlands in taking Brazil. 


CAME WITH COLUMBUS. 


Another story of the early coming of 


Jews to America is founded on the asser- 
tion that five Jews were on the vessels 
of Columbus. On the day before Colum- 
bus sailed 300,000 Jews were driven out 
of Spain by religious persecution. One 
of these is said to have been Luis de 
Torres, the interpreter for Columbus, 
who is said to have been the first Euro- 
pean to set foot on American soil and 
the first to discover the use of tobacco.

here from Chicago and other states to 
get married, after having only been di- 
vorced a few days, will no doubt keep 
away from ministers of this denomina- 
tion, for it is'proposed to follow the res- 
olution to the letter.

THE NEGRO IN NORTHERN CITIES. 


Chicago Record-Herald: 
A valuable, 


though by no means exhaustive, study 
of the social and industrial status of the 
Tiegro in the cities of the northern states 
appears in the current issue of that ex- 
cellent weekly, Charities. 
It is in the 


form of a symposium to which several 
writers, including Booker T. Washington 
and Professor Bu Bois. as well as white 
settlement workers, contribute the re- 
sults of personal observation and con- 
scientious investigation. 


Attention is first of all directed to 


certain significant facts. The drift of the 
negro northward is attested by censxis and 
other figures. In a great majority of the 
counties of Virginia there has been an 
actual decrease in the number of colored 
inhuoitants. 
Of every 10,000 negroes 


born in the South Atlantic states 403 
lived in the North Atlantic section in 
1900, against but 247 in 1S90. Washing- 
ton has about 00,000 negroes, New York 
70,000, Philndelphin over 60,000, nnd 
Chicago about 35,000. 
Wrhat docs the 


tendency in question mean to the negro, 
and what does it mean to the northern 
cities? 


Dr. Washington answers these ques- 


tions without hesitation or qualification. 
The place for the negro, he declares, is in 
the South, where the struggle for exist- 
ence is less severe for him, and where, 
owing to cheapness of land and lower eosi 
of living, his earnings will procure for 
him more of the necessities and comforts 
of life, Mr. Washington even advises ne- 
gro business men to return to the South 


Aside fioni the fierce competition with 


foreign labor, race prejudice and other 
untoward conditions, there is the serioua 
question of the temptations presented by 
th« city to the average- negro youth and 
the influence of bad surroundings, ove: 
crowding and slum life, These things 
according'-to one writer,-ore reflected in 
the high death rates of the negro "colo 
nieaj" and especially in the frightful mor 
tollty" of the negro children. For one 
whito child.six colored children died ii 
1000 
of such diseases as croup and dip 


theria.

Enterprise 


National bank of Allegheny, wliieh took 
place yesterday after the cashier, T. 
Lee Clark, had killed himself, is seen a 
scandal which involves several prominent 
Republican politicians belonging to the 
Pen rose state machine. The bank, which 
was the oldest in Allegheny, was the de- 
pository for about $800,000 of state 
funds. The greater part of this, per- 
laps $700,000, it is stated by Fred Gwin- 
ner, the aged president of the bunk, had 
been lent by Cashier Clark to politicians. 


Mr. Cwinncr in his statement said: 


'Nearly $700,000 of the $800,000 state de- 
posits of our bank is out on paper of 
state politicians. 
W. H. Andrews has 


borrowed nearly $400,000; Frank J. Tor- 
rcnce has borrowed considerable, i do 
not know how much. But the bank is 
solvent." 


When pressed for specific instances of 


loans made to Andrews and Torrnnce Mr 
Gwinner modified his first statement 
saying that the books of the bank do 
not show that they personally borrowed 
money from it, but that the money was 
given to the Pennsylvania Development 
company, an Arizona railroad scheme, in 
which about $400,000 was involved. 


CASHIER COMMITS SUICIDE. 


The bank was closed by the order of 


the comptroller of currency, W. B. Ridge- 
Iy, and John W. Cunningham, national 
bank examiner, is in charge. The con- 
cern need not have been closed down but 
for the suicide of T. Lee Clark, cashier, 
who took laudanum and shot himself in 
the head at his home about 8 o'clock yes- 
terday morning, from which he died at 
3:10 p. m. 


The closing of the bank will bring to 


light remarkable financial deals in which 
Arthur Kennedy, formerly state senator; 
Wililam H. Andrews, senator from New 
Mexico; Francis J. Torrnnce and Cashier 
Clark were interested. They attempted 
to float the Santa Fe Central 
railroad, 


connecting the Rock Island and the San- 
ta Fe railroads, ninety miles long.

Here has been erect- 
ed one of the handsomest and most at 
tractive insane asylums in tho United 
States, surrounded by a magnificent farm 
and trees, with an artificial lake, etc. 
One hundred and twenty-five unfortu- 
lates are confined therein. Hundreds of 
riends of these people visit the asylum 
veckly. They are obliged to alight from 
trains (it the disgrace of a building nam- 
ed a station. 
There arc no doors to the 


place, the interior is filthy and tho walls 
are cut up and obscene pictures and in- 
scriptions conspicuous. Here the 
pnt- 


rons 01 the road are obligee! to stand in 
rain and cold winter weather, having no 
shelter at all. Generally trains are late 
and cases are reported where many peo- 
ple had their feet frozen. Surely the of- 
ficers of this great railway system ought 
to blush for shame when they gaze upon 
this excuse for a station. It is no won- 
der the people out that way are willing 
to grant right of way for an electric or 
any other old line, for they believe bet- 
ter treatment would be .accorded.
